As the firemen broke a large hole in 
the sidewalk to fight the flames a puff 
of smoke burst out into their faces. 
W ithout a m om ent’s hesitation the fire­ 
men th ru st a ladder into the opening 
and the captain started to go down. 
Crews I, 2, 3 and 5 had followed com­ 
pany 40 into the building, and th irty 
men were w orking 
in 
the 
blinding 
smoke trying to get a line of hose into 
the basem ent. 
The men were strug­ 
gling down at the head of the stairs 
to the basement. 
At the same instant 
there was a sound as of a trem endous 
subterranean explosion, and the iron 
and stone sidewalk burst open. 
A col­ 
umn of bluish fire leaped high in the 
air w ith a terrific rush of sound. 
All of truck company No. 6, who had 
been standing near Capt. Connor, were 
aurled some distance, and O’Connor fell 
am ong them burned and maimed. 
The firemen in the building fared 
better, in spite of the fact th at the ex­ 
plosion seemed to reach to the rear of 
the structure. The floor of the big res­ 
taurant heaved like a sea in a storm . 
To add to the confusion in which the 
firemen found them selves after regain­ 
ing their feet subsequent to the explo­ 
sion the smoke had become so intense 
that they could see nothing and could 
hardly breathe. 
For a few mom ents 
the dazed men groped helplessly until 
they found the long bar, which they 
followed until they reached their hose 
leading to the street. By the tim e the 
firemen had escaped from the burning 
building and the injured 
had 
been 
moved to places of safety a 4-11 alarm 
had brought over a score of fire engines 
to the scene, and Chief Swenie was in 
command. 
Owing to the coldness of the after­ 
noon and the im possibility of com bat­ 
ting the blazing sheet of natural gas 
the struggle for suprem acy over the 
flames was stern and long. Stream af­ 
ter stream of w ater was turned on the 
burning structure at all 
points 
and 
within a few m inutes the firemen and 
the building were covered w ith ice. 
It is believed that the principal ex­ 
plosion was caused by a 
drum 
of 
am m onia th at was stored in the front 
end of the basem ent for use in m anu­ 
facturing ice, the Tosetti company hav­ 
ing its own ice machine. 
The explos 
ion appeared to break the natural-gas 
main, thus causing the second explos­ 
ion. 
Several ineffectual efforts were 
made to stop the burning of the flow 
of gas. 
Once it was either stifled or 
lost in a cloud of vapor th a t closed 
about the burning building, but soon 
after leaped into a blaze again and con­ 
tinued to burn while the other flames 
were being overcome. 
The Grand Union hotel in Dearborn 
street was in im m inent danger, and 
M arshal Campion, with engine com­ 
panies 32, 18, 16 and 7, was ordered 
to the hotel building. 
Here the fire 
was quickly subdued. 
The fire in the Holden building was 
got under 
control 
shortly after 
o’clock, and from th at tim e on the 
battle was wron. 
The stream s from 
the various lines were still kept play­ 
ing on the 
Rosenfeld

To Control All Coal Sales. 
New York, Dec. 24.—It has become 
known th at J. Pierpont Morgan plans 
not only to control the eastern out­ 
put of anthracite coal, but to direct 
the production and sale of all of the 
bitum inous coal of the Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, W est Virginia, Indiana and Illi­ 
nois mines. 
He will thus control the 
sale of every pound of coal consumed 
along the A tlantic coast. 
The central 
selling agency which will m anage the 
sale of anthracite will serve in the 
same capacity for the bitum inous com­ 
panies. This arrangem ent has already 
been agreed to by several of the own­ 
ers of soft coal companies. These two 
great interests involve a capital of be­ 
tween $300,000,000 and $400,000,000 in 
the case of the anthracite coal districts 
and perhaps $500,000,000 in the case of 
the extensive bitum inous territory.

President Singerly gave out a brief 
statem ent, in which he said: “W e are 
w orking to secure the indebtedness of 
the two banks so th a t they can go into 
voluntary liquidation, and thus avoid 
a receivership.” 
It has been known for some tim e in

Mr. Singerly’s 
banks were in trouble, and the nation­ 
al bank exam iner, it is said, was aware 
of the condition of affairs. W ednesday 
night a num ber of the leading bank 
officials of the city held a conference, 
lasting until 3 o’clock in the morning, 
considering the m atter of raising suffi­ 
cient money to relieve Mr. Singerly's 
banks of their distress. No satisfactory 
agreem ent could be reached. 
The statem ents of the cause of the 
failure current here agree with th at 
made by Com ptroller Eckels at W ash­ 
ington, that it was prim arily due to 
the loss of much money by Mr. Sing­ 
erly in his unproductive paper mill at 
Elkton, Md., one of the largest in the 
country. 
One statem ent 
placed 
the 
sum thus involved at nearly $1,000,000. 
Mr. Singerly also has much money in­ 
vested in other enterprises in this and 
other cities. 
Rumors were current to 
the effect that the ownership of the 
Record would pass from Mr. Singerly, 
but this he denies, stating positively 
th a t he is in absolute control of the 
paper and will continue a t its head. 
It is said there have been quiet but 
steady runs on both banks for sev­ 
eral days past. 
Of the deposits in the 
hank, the city is represented by $289,- 
554, the state by $225,000 and the na­ 
tional governm ent by a large sum, but 
all of these creditors are believed to be 
protected.

‘‘Thus the tw entieth century will re­ 
verse the nineteenth, the eighteenth, 
the seventeenth and the sixteenth,and 
the United States will enter hopefully 
upon its larger mission.

Suspension Was Not the Fault of tha 
Bank Authorities. 
W ashington, 
Dec. 
24.—Mr. Eckels, 
the com ptroller of the currency, said 
in regard to the failure of the Chest­ 
nut National bank of Philadelphia th a t 
the suspension was prim arily due to 
the 
shrinkage 
of 
the value 
of the 
bonds and notes of the Singerly Pulp 
and Paper mills, located at Elkton, Md. 
The capital of the bank is $500,000 and 
at the present tim e its deposits aggre 
gate about $1,700,000 and 
its surplus 
about $150,000. 
Mr. Eckels has been 
in Philadelphia several tim es recently 
trying to make arrangem ents by which 
the pulp and paper 
mills securities 
could be taken out of the assets of the 
bank and preferred stock of the P hil­ 
adelphia Record company substituted. 
By this and certain other changes Mr. 
Eckels hoped to put the bank in first- 
class condition. 
W hen the pulp and 
paper mills securities were taken by 
the bank they were regarded by every­ 
one as first-class, but since that tim e 
paper has fallen in price from IO cents 
a pound to less than 2 cents and the 
securities have depreciated in propor­ 
tion. 
Mr. Eckels said there was not the 
least suspicion of any wrong-doing on 
the part of anyone connected with the 
bank, and he still had strong hopes of 
arranging for the voluntary liquidation 
of the bank’s affairs w ithout the ex­ 
pense incident to the appointm ent of 
a receiver.

United States Assessed 
* 464,000 
the Seizure of British Vessels.

which has occupied attention for eleven 
years. The findings

been received by the state departm ent 
and the British embassy.

on the general character of the finding, 
though it is adm itted th at the total of 
the award against the United States is 
$464,000, which includes principal and 
interest.

In the field of charity alone the 
woman s clubs have completely revolu­ 
tionized tho old, wasteful and unsys­ 
tematic methods of dispensing alms. In 
the domain of ethics and public morals 
the influence of these clubs is distinctly 
felt in many communities. 
They have 
secured ordinances for the protection of 
children, for tho suppression of vicious 
and degrading literature and for the 
punishment of cigarette venders who 
sell their wares to school children. 
It is in the field of general culture 
and popular education, however, that 
these clubs promise to be the most po­ 
tent instrumentalities for the uplifting 
of society. 
Having been granted the 
right to vote at school elections, the wo­ 
men have it in their power to secure 
through these organizations many need­ 
ed reforms in our public schools in the 
way of better sanitation, better school 
construction and better teachers.

day that Mr. Bryan was rominated 
upon the free-silver platform.

this is another of the numerous causes 
for congratulation to the people of the 
United States on this holiday occasion.
